A dispatch from Berlin to the Stand- 
ard atvrg: Reports have been received 
frdnrTripbli that the Khalifa has asked 
the sultana c£ Wadai, Baghirii, Bornu, 
Sokata and Quaddo to aupport him iu 
repelling the British advance in the 
Soudan, or otherwise the Christians will 
conquer all the Mohammedan states in 
Africa. The Khalifa also suggests tliat 
they attack the European settlement of 
Benue on tlie Xiger. 

Minister of .lustico d'Arlan in the 
French cabinet council has submitted 
his reasons for refusing the extradition 
of P. ,r. Tynan, the Irish-.Vnieric^aii, and 
alleged dynamiter now in custody at 
Hoiilogne-Sur-.Mer. He said that' tlie 
evidence that Tynan is the ao-called 
No. 1 " is not conclusive, nor is it 
proven that Tynan was connected with 
the Phoenix park murders. 

Dianiici, formerly grand vizier of 
Morocco, confined in nrison these two 
years past on a charge of conspiracv in 
favor of Muley Mohammed, has been 
found dead in his cell with his cot 
stained with blood. It is supposed that 
he was assaesinateil. 

The executive committee of the Na- 
tional Federation met to-day ami unaui- 
iiiously pas.sed a resolution 'of iirofimtul 
reL'ret that the Fai l of Kosebery felt it 
nece.-^sary lo re.'^ign the leadeislii [i of the 
fiarty. Tlie res:ulu!ion acknowledges 
Lord Losebery's signal .servii'csas leader 
under circumstaiioes of unusual ditli- 
I'ulty ami recognizes bis ac- 
tion in resigning as dictated by 
an earnest desire to promote unity. It 
rejoices to know that the country and 
the iiarty will have the contitiued bene- 
fit of Ills liigh character, conspicuous 
ability, entlnisiasm for social reform and 
self-sacriliuing devotion to public duty. 
It was also decided, in view of the state 
of pablic feeling and the personal ques- 
tions that have arisen, that no meeting 
of the feeneral council of the Federation 
shall be convened for the present. 

Mr. Georg(! X. Curzon, iiarliamentary 
secretary of the foreign oflice in a public 
adtlress at Glasgow, exulted in the suc- 
cess of the Soudan expedition wliich, he 
said, was sus|)ended owing to linancial 
eoiiHiderations. But tlie flag was now 
flyinir over I^ongola and it must lliitter 
over Khartoum to avenge Cien. ( Jordon. 
Mr. Curzon said further that I'higlaiul 
hail no profound Or iiermanent disagree- 
ment with Russia. "Our relations," he 
said, "are those of cordiality and friend- 
filup. As far as the Armenian and Turk- 
ish questions are concerned, we are able 
to work with her upon common lines in 
many respects."

Woods, shot 
by a barclar in his blacksmith shop on 
Friday night, tiie coroner's jury return- 
ed a verdict that tho deceased came to 
his death as the result of a wound in- 
flicted, to the best of their knowledge 
and belief, by James Woods, now in 
custody. The prisoner has been l)efore 
the Bovernment agent for preliminary 
hearing, and will be committed for trial 
before a court of competent jurisdiction. 

Bobert Shiell, who has charge of the 
development for the Hansard Gold and 
Copper company, reports having dis- 
covered the Charleston ledge upon the 
Lone Star. A force of men will run a 
tunnel upon the ledge upon his return to 
the property. 

The Trail Creek gold mining excite- 
ment, which for the past six months has 
l)een stirring the people of E.istorn 
Canada, has had its eli'ect upon the 
Slocan, and it can no longer bo said tliut 
the mining operations in that district 
are wholly carried on by Americd;;?,. 
During the last six months several 
Canadian syndicates have taken hold of 
Slocan properties, Canadian companies 
have been organized to develop thoni 
and the stock is held principally in 
Canada. 

The furnace at the Hall mines smelter 
was blown in this morning. A large 
force of men is kept busy upon the smel- 
ter improvements. The big brick chim- 
ney is now up some eighty feet, the 
bricklayers raising it about six feet per 
day. Anotlier force of bricklayers is 
making the connection between the Hue 
dust chambers and the chimney. Work 
Is going ahead steadily on the rever- 
beratory furnace. 

A. B. Grace of Fort Steele says a dis- 
covery ot gold was made on I'erry creek, 
between tho Moyea and St. Mary's 
river, last fall, tlie ore being decomposed 
quartz. The assays from the Ked Aloun- 
tain and Badger run from $50 to .$280 in 
gold. 

The government has completed the 
building of a trail from Salmon Flats 
on Toby creek in East Kootenay to Gla- 
cier creek on Duncan river, a distance of 
8ixty>five miles. The party was out 
nearly three months. This trail will be 
improved next year to the extent of 
$2,000. The country which it traverses 
is all mineralized, and the opening up of 
new mining camps will doubtless follow 
next year. 

Fred. Cowan reports having made a 
free gold discovery at Waterloo, (ifteou 
miles up the Columbia from Trail. He 
brought down several tine specimens 
which he broke oil' the out-croppings, 
and thev show large quantities of free 
gold. The claim was staked within the 
last few days. It lies near the Maud S., 
where free gold was discovered a short 
time ago. In consequence of these finds, 
and the meeting of its payments by the 
Horne-Payne syndicate, the Waterloo 
camp has taken quite an upward move- 
ment. 

(From the Miner ) 

Some rock from the Standard, a claim 
close to tho shore of Arrow lake, show- 
ing a vein about ten feet wide, was sent 
down to Trail to be ansayed. It went 
$10 in gold and about 30 ounces in sil- 
ver. The Genoa has some good ore 
which goes $24 in gold and silver. 

The Rose Group, of St. Mary's, con- 
sists of three, the White, Ked and Old 
Mahogany claims. The lead is said to 
beovei 100 feet, and showing up the f\ill 
length of the claims. The pay streak 
will average about 20 ounces silver, 8 
per cent copper and $3 to $4 in gold. 

The Crown group, in the St. Mary's 
district, consists ot four claims, the Dia- 
mond, Golden, Copper, and Silver 
Crown. On these claims are two lar^jo 
veins, one lifty feet wide and I In; other 
about eight feet, running tlie full length 
of tlie chiims. >.'o assays have beiMi 
taken from tho largo vein ; tho small one 
goes .fS in gold, 30 ounces silver and 12 
per cent copper. 'The owners are send- 
ing in su|)i)lies for five men, who will be 
kept at work all winter. 

The Monarch claim is a little nearer 
I'ilot Bay than the Crown group, the 
vein is oidy about one foot, where it 
now shows up, but is very rich, an assay 
just made from surface rock, showing 
galena and grey copper, went 4i2u 
ounces silver, $48 m sold and 8 per cent, 
copper. 

The Kootenay Water Supply Com- 
pany, who have been working the hy- 
draulic claims on tho I'end d'Oreille 
river, have had a most unsatisfactory 
clean-up. It is understood that for 
several weeks' work they only got $159 in 
gold. JCxports not connected with the 
company, claim that tho water was 
mucli too rapid and that the gold was in 
the tailings, which ran into the river. 
Men are at work washing these tail- 
ings and are said to be making good 
wages.

ICscape to health and 
happiness lies along tiie line of forgetting 
sell and striving to make others happj. 
That will give content and growth in 
life, rest and jtroper preparation in sleep 
and death for real happiness, and true 
progress in the present and many future 
earth lives. 

"Tho partial warnings, indistinct im- 
pressions of coming events, and the 
usual wroiii;interpretations placed there- 
on come from the second stage of sleep, 
nuscalled ' spii'it communications from 
summorland,' come from those in the 
corresponding stage of death and are 
about as reliable and satisfactory as 
talking to people who are in the night 
mare stage of sleep. The states of both 
are identical. The highest stage is tliat 
of reality and perfect freedom Iroin the 
illusions of tiie senses and passions. 
That is the adept stage, and' may be 
reached by ourselves by high aspira- 
tions, pure thought and noble actions."

VA'VCOUVER. 

Vakoouvish, Out. 14. — At the board of 
trade meeting last aight it vaa decided 
to ask the AHctoria board of trade to join 

the Viuiooiiver board in laying tlioir 
wialiea bi'lure the ])oiuinion government 
in reference tu tlie proi)osed railway 
from tlie coast to Ivoolenay. In tliiH 
coiniei;tioti the following resolution was 
piissecl : " Wliereas, it ia probable that 
in tJio unauing .sesaion of parliament 
Tcncsved ii|)])lijatioii will bo nuulo to the 
Douiinion guvernuiunt for assistance to 
■wards the eonstruution of a railroai 
through the Crow's Neat I'ass to soun 
point in Kootenay; and whereas, it i: 
eesentiul to the best intereata of liritial 
Columbia tluit such railway if con- 
struuttid sliould be cither extended to 
the Pacific coast or connected with some 
independent line from its terminus in 
Kootenay to the coast, the Vancouver 
board ot trade would atrongly urge upon 
the Dominion government tlnit, pro- 
vided a satisfnetury proiiosition from re- 
Bponsible parties ioi- llu; cousti iicLion of 
a direi;t railroad from Koolonay to the 
coast be ]ireseiite(l the government 
shouUl give it their favorable conaider- 
ation and support, making it a condition 
that it should proi;eod simultaneously 
with tlie construction of the Crow's Neat 
J^ussline; further, that in the opinion 
0,' the boiird equitable regulations re 
specting freight and passenger rates be 
inade a condition precedent to any hue 
being sabsidised." 

A reaolation was passed notifying the 
government of the need of amending the 
la\V8 governing tlie lloating of mining 
companies.

SEAL PROTECTION. 

The Governor of tlie Russian Islands on His 
Way to W.islni.alon to Consult 
the Autlioritics. 

.San- Fi!an( isco, Oct. 14. — Baron Nich- 
olas A. iirehuit/.ky, governor of the I!us- 
siiin seal islands, is here on his way to 
Washington, 1). C, wdiere ho intoiulB to 
present, through the Russian ambassa- 
dor, the form of a new treaty governing 
tho seal t:ade between his (country and 
the I'nitcd States. He said: "I am 
sorry to say our seal rookeries are fall- 
ing oil' very noticeably. lOvery year the 
seal life of the islands is diminish- 
ing. This is ])riiici pally owing to th(! 
work of [loachi'rH, who encroach on our 
limits continually. With the small 
force at my disposal, and only (iceM'-'mial 
assintance of two Russian warship-, 1 do 
the beat I can to prevent these inroads. 
All our work seems inefl'ectual. Next 
year I intend to establish g. complete 
jiatrol. We have a thirty-mile treaty 
limit with Great Britain.

materially, by another in the same tele- 
gram, which reads : "In the tidal wat- 
ers neither the Dominion nor the, Pro- 
vinces can restrict the public right of 
fishing." If this is to be imderstood as 
it reads, fishery regulations are to be 
done away with altogether, for nearly all 
those regulations restrict the public riglit 
of fishing. The close season is a restric- 
tion of that right, 80 is the regulation 
preventing the fishermen from pshing 
during the open season a considerable 
number of hours in every week. To 
take from both the Dominion iiml the 
Province the power to restrict the jnib- 
lie right of fishing, seems to us most un- 
reasonable. But our correspondent says 
that the judgment is greatly involved, 
and it may have been impossible to give 
a clear description of it in a short tele- 
gram. The judgment, however, is one 
of };reat importance, and if it doiincs 
cietirly the respective powers of the Fed- 
(iral and the Provincial Governments, 
ami gives the Provinces greater author- 
ity tlien has hitherto been accorded to 
them, it will, we think, prove baneflcial 
to the people of all parts of the Dom- 
inion.

and pay a rental of .$3 a year for the 
ground that the house stands on. When 
leaving this for another location all im- 
provements the peon has made go to the 
landlord or owner of the land, who pays 
no taxes whatever on the land. 

The' farm laborer in Mexico - is little 
better tlian a slave. The committee re- 
port that ; 

On tiie hacienda the peon gets about 
IS to 50 cents per day for his work and 
a hut to live in, i! he builds it himself. 
The peon gets no money except on feast 
days and relieious offerings. By this 
system he is always in debt to the ha- 
ciendado. This form of slavery has been 
forbidden by law for a number of years, 
l)ut two-thirds of the peons do not know 
it, as they can neither read nor write, 
and their masters take good care not to 
teach them this fact. 

The Mexicans are miserably clad.and 
they live upon food that an American 
workinginan would not look at. The 
chief article of dress of the laborer, the 
committee say, is the sombrero, which 
often coats as much as tliirty-iive dollars 
and is bought on the instalment plan, 
" and the balance of his clotbiuK would 
make a crazy quilt turn green with envy 
owing to its variety of color and assort- 
ment of patches." Stockings are not 
worn by either sex, and sandala are the 
only footivear of a large i)roportion of 
the inhabitants. They are made of a 
piiice of sole leather bound to the foot 
by straps, and cost from twelve to 
twenty-live cents a pair. In one of the 
best hotels of u large city of 70,000 in- 
habitants the visitors could not get 
butter. \\'lien they asked for it they 
were told that it cost onedollar a i)ound, 
and if they paid that price for it some 
would be purchased and kept for thair 
exclusive use. 

These men have drawn such a picture 
of things as they are with respect to the 
laborini; class in Mexico that it i.s not 
likely that the i5ryunitea will ever try 
to allure American wurkiiigmen into 
voting for the free cuinago of silver by 
telling them of the advantages enjoyed 
by the workingmen of Mexico.

AN INTERESTING REPORT. 

It will be remembered that a commit- 
tee of the Trades and Labor Assembly 
of the United States was, a few weeks 
ago, sent to Mexico to tiiul (nit whether 
or not the condition of the laboring 
classes in a country" where silver is the 
only standard is better than it is 
where the standard of value is gold.

We have, since our attention 
has been directed to the salmon fishery, 
considered it unfortunate that this im- 
portant fishery should be to a very 
great extent regulated by ofiiciala thous- 
ands of miles away, who necessarily 
know very little about the conditions 
under which the industry is carried on. 
If the decision of the Supreme Court 
transfers the jurisdiction hitherto exer- 
cised by the Doinuiiou Government over 
the salmon fishery to the Government of 
the Province, we believe that it hag con- 
ferred a benefit both on the Province 
and the fishery interest. That the deci- 
sion will have this effect appears from 
the following sentence in our special 
telegrains from Ottawa: "'The Dominion 
ia given the control of navigable 
waters also, as far as [uihlic works on 
them are concerneil ; but as regards all 
other tilings, especially lishing and fish-

Foreigners, who monopolize all the 
higher jiositions on the railways, are 
fairly well paid, but the natives in the 
factories and on the farms get what 
would be considered in the States star- 
vation wages. 

In a broom factory near the dojiot at 
.rimine/., the men are jjaid 50 cents; 
women and children, 2.5 to.'!7'.j cents per 
day. In the cotton mills, seed oil mills 
and soap faciories at Torreon, men are 
paid 17 'i' to oO cents ; women and child- 
ren, 2.5 cents per day. 

A carcador (public carrier) has a rate 
of 12 '.J cents jier iiour, but you can hire 
him i'or from 25 to lii '.j cents jier day. 

At Leon, where nearly all the leather 
goods ill Mexico are manufactured, the 
peon Kets his leather cut for shoes or 
other goods to bo made by him, and 
takes the material to his hut, where the 
whole family assists him, the same as in 
the aweatahops of Chicago. For making 
shoes he receives $1 and upward per 
dozen pairs; on the other goods, he re- 
ceives ;:i7'.j' to 50 cents per day for his 
labor, working as long as daylight lasts, 
avoragintr 12 to 14 hours tier day. 

Common laborers can be hired for IS 
to 50 cents jier day. House servants, 
male or female, receive to ^ii per 
mouth, and board themselves. In or 
near cities peons live in adobe houses, 



A FRIVOLOUS REPLY.

Ittpiotes 
in full an article from the Review which 
it thinks, becauae it tistounds the Vic- 
torian public to whom the clique that 
runs the Government are as gods not to 
be lightly spoken of, will not forcibly 
appeal as true and righteous to a wider 
audience."

The foregoing is a fair sample of the 
way in which aome tinscrn])ulous news- 
papers iirove the aciuiaationa they 
have made and divert attention from 
the untruthfulness of their statements. 
Such rubbish passes current among a 
class of badly informed poojile as very 
clever writing, and if wo were to judge 
the community which the Review ia 
endeavoring to cultivate as a constitu- 
ency by this kind of newspaper pro- 
vender, we should have a very poor opin- 
ion of their morality or their intelligence. 
Fortunately, we have a higher opinion 
of the community of Rossland as a whole 
than to believe them ca])able of being 
influenced by clan-trap and deinago"j;ie 
froth, and for that reason the Coi.oNisr 
expreaaed the belief in a former article 
that such intemperate and ill-judge( 
language as that with which the Review 
signali/.ed its entrance into the journalis- 
tic iiri^na was calculated to prejudice its 
chanci^H of aucceas and, by being quoted 
by ])r(jfesac(lly re|iutaldt! newspapers, to 
iiijiiie the Province aa well. 

We refer to the matter again to show 
how glibly and flippantly such papers as 
the Review deal with very important 
matters. The question is not the free 
doin of the press at Rossland, or what 
the thoughts of the(,'ditors tip there may 
be ; but the makiiii; of serious charges, 
which, if tine, wimld lie inaLtera of the 
gravest Cdncerii to the iniblic, The 
Review stated ojienly and unblusliingly 
that the Government gave public lands 
iiway for considerations which did not 
api)ear in the accounts of the Province, 
but in private ledgers only; aiiil also re- 
ferred to the precincts of the Lands and 
Works as " tarnished," and admitiiBtra- 
tivo acts as " predations," as unfair, 
etc. Now, without calling the members 
ot the Government and public officials 
thieves and robbers in the sense of actu- 
ally stealing and plundering, nothing 
could be more direct and plain than 
wliat was stated. The responsibility 
which such editors attach to their utter- 
ances is (piite evident from the manner 
in which they reply when asked to sub- 
stantiate them. It may be an advan- 
tage in a certain and peculiar sense to 
live and breathe in a " wider horizon 
and a freer air," but the advantages are 
essentially personal and peculiar to the 
editor who enjoys a blessed immunity 
from all consecjuences.

There now remain but a dozen or so 

of the sealing fleet that have yet to re- 
turn from tlieXorthern hunting grounds, 
and the accumulating declarations of 
the skippers in relation to their opera- 
tions, on file with Collector A. E. Milne, 
constitute a decidedly interesting and 
important exhibit in the sealing case. 
Particularly is this so with respect to 
the proportion of male to female eeala 
taken in connection with the iieiagie 
hunting — a point in connection with 
which the enemies of the sealers have 
been most industrious in the circulation 
of false and misleading statements. 
Almost every newspaper of the United 
States Pacific Coast has at some time or 
other set down three females to one 
male as a moderate estimate of sex pro- 
portion, and the extinction of the seal 
herds has time and %gain been 
predicted as a natural sequence of 
the slaughter of the mother seals. 
The return home of Professor David 
.Starr Jordan and Prof. Lucas of the 
Siiiitliaoniau Institute has been taken as 
a signal by the California press — or a 
portion of it at least — to revive the cry 
as to the over proportion of cows killed 
in pelagic sealing, and one leadiiii; 
journal goes so far as to quote Professor 
LucaH — who, like Professor .lordan, abso- 
lutely declined to discuss the business of 
the commission while here — in the fol- 
lowing terma : 

" Though we cannot go into details as 
yet, oui report not yet having been pre- 
sented or even prepared, 1 may say that 
the central jioint and main conclusion 
reached by the international commis- 
sion of experts was the settlement of the 
fact that the continuation of pelagic 
sealing cannot but prove fatal to the ex- 
istence of the seal herds. With this 
point (bderinined beyond dispute, agree- 
ment on the basis of a treaty should not 
I'fruailt, The male fur seal, yon see, 
doea not eat during the summer, which he 
spends on land at tlie rookeries — the 
females on the other hand go far ont to 
sea and lisii to provide for the pups, 
which are also left behind. This is why 
ocean sealing is so destructive. The 
Heals killed are with very few (ixciqitionu 
females, and the pups are 
to tleath. 'We boardeil one sealing 
schooner early in the season that ha,l 
taken Hi seals, and of these -10 were fe- 
males. An almost equally high propor- 
tion is found in all the catches. This 
means practically the extinction of 
three generations at a single operation 
the mothers are killed ; the pups left 
on land to die; and the next year's 
young are destroyed with the mothers."

Australian Oranges on Sale — Return of 
Sealers Stimulates Local 
Trade. 

While buBinees is not tho best this 
week no complaints are heard from the 
(;rocers — the large number of sealers re- 
turning during the week has had a stim- 
ulating efl'eet on trade in general. Game 
is now~ quite plentiful but prices rule 
high, and the demand in consequence is 
limited. Certain varieties of cured 
meats have advanced during the week, 
and among other moat notable cliangea 
is an increase of five cents per pound on 
imported butter. From Australia tlie 
first of this year's oranges have been re- 
ceived. They are not very plentiful nor 
yet are they very choice, but they retail 
at from 40 to BO cents per dozeti.

Scarcity of Supplies afc Cii-de City 
— tfrave Doubts About Their 
JSeplenishiueut. 

Five months' joumeyiiiK and two 
months' mining make up the experience 
of John Lucas and R. Bothwell, Vic- 
torians who left htjro in March last to 
seek their fortunes in the upper Yukon. 
They returned to the Sound on the 
steamer Lukme last week, and aro 
among the last out from the Yukon this 
year, as when they were descending the 
river there was but one more steamer to 
follow before the e.xtreme frosts of the 
Arctic winter shut oil all communica- 
tion with tho outside world. The 
steamer Weare, the little river bout 
which chrried tlieni down to St. 
Michael's, had 150 miners on board, 
none of wlioiie wealth ranged very high 
and but few of whom, if any, left with 
tho intention of ever returning. At St. 
Michael's the Lakme was met but, ;is 
the vessel had just arrived from tho 
Soutli heavily laden with freight for 
the upper Yukon, a delay of 
tune days was necesaitated. During 
this time the .Toliu J. llealev, the now 
stern wheeler building for service on the 
Yukon, was completed and having 
loailcd the Liikiiie'.s freight was about 
ready to start on her -.UOO-milo run up 
the river, aa the former was leaving for 
tho South with tho miners ami the car- 
lienterg eii)i)loyed in her construction. 
Tlie Lakine called at Ounalaska on her 
way doM U, and met the U. S. steamer 
Bear, thirteen sealing vessels and two 
trading craft, all of which liad sailed be- 
fore the steamer continued on her wtty 
South. The Bear was intending to make 
one more cruise in the sea. 

Of the Circle City mines Mr. Lucas 
says there are but two creeks that are 
being worked profitably, the Eagle and 
the Mastodon. Between 700 and 800 
men will winter in the place, 
however, many of them simply 
because they have not sufiicient 
means to helj) llieinselves, while others 
again, expecting to leave, will wait in 
vain for a later boat out of Circle City 
than the Alice, the steamer which fol- 
lowed the Weare down the river. Witli 
the Ilealey, the new craft built at St. 
Michaels, there tire three steamers bear- 
ing sujipliea up the river, and should 
tliese arrivQ at Cinde City there will he 
plenty of food for the miners, but should 
they never reach their destination tins 
winter, Mr. Lucas' says tho miners will 
liavo to go short of provisions, as at pre- 
sent nearly every store in the place ia 
almost unstocked. The furthest up the 
river that the Bertha, and Arctic are 
likely to reach is Forty-Mile, while the 
Healey, it is thought,, will winter at 
Fort Yukon, the water in the river by 
that time being too low for either to pro- 
ceed further, i'licea for everything are 
very high on tlio Yukon. Lumber still 
coats from )f250 to ^:>00 per thousainl ; 
BURar retai la at from oO to 85 cents per 
pound, and flour runs from .'flOto.'flo 
per oO-potuid sack. 

fi'rom the time Itlr. Lucas left here 
early in the spring he was four months 
reaching the mines. On arrival at .lu- 
neau he took passage on a little steamer 
which had accommodation for about 
live but wliich carried seventy passen- 
gers, besides towing two schooners and 
a scow loaded with other fortune seek- 
ers. The steamer took all to Dyea, the 
head of navigation, from which ))oint 
the trip overland was commenced. To 
Sheaps camp, four miles from the foot 
of the summit of the Chilcoot Pass, the 
journey was tedious and slow. A delay 
of nearly three weeks was experienced 
at the summit waiting for favorable 
weather. Snow atornis are almost con- 
tinuous on the summit, and to bo caught 
in one often means death. On such oc- 
casions a cloud envelopes tlie elevation, 
and the traveller if caught is not only 
shut in by darkness but ia Ijlindcd by 
the cutting snow and, losing liis path, 
wanders about until he succumbs to the 
extreme cold. Tho ascent to the sum- 
mit takes an liour and a quarter, but 
the descent occupies hardly three min- 
utes, as lliat i)arl of the trip requiring a 
great deal of care ia done bj' coasting 
guided by a stair which follows a train 
while the manipulator lies flat on his 
back. The dog sleighs, while generally 
lowered by ropes, are often allowed to 
find their own passage, frequently com- 
ing to grief. When the lakes are reached 
travelling is facilitated I)y means of a 
sail on the sleighs, which tho wind 
drives along sometimes unaided at a 
rate with which it takes hard running 
to keep up. Tlier(! were three ])arties 
joined on the west arm or wind arm of 
Lake Tagish, and scows were built theie 
for tranaportation. Tht'y were 22 feet 
long and six feet wide, and bad to lie 
constructed out of logs bantl-Hawed into 
lumber. It look two weeks to complete 
them. I'Viur sleds were put under 
each, and after bunks had been built 
and a sail hoisted, a start down the 
lake was made behind a team of eight 
dogs. Where the ice gave way the 
water of tho lake became very swift and 
the shooting of many rapids in i|uick 
succession was one of the moat exciting 
experioiices of the whole trip, aa it is 
here that miners frequently lose their 
whole season's provisions and sometimes 
lluur lives. Conseciuenlly, in making 
the trip, every man on tlie scow stands 
jireparetl to swim at less than a moment's 
notice. From this until the journey was 
ended there ia little of interest in tho 
travel, except that huge mosquitoes 
make life unbearable. Game, such as 
geese, ducks, cariboo and moose, abounds 
on the journey, and hunting is the sole 
pastime Indulged in.

Ice water — that is, vrtitor in wliich 
ic(! is constantly melting — shniild ho 
drunk witJi caution uutl an uudorstaud- 
ing of lis truo dangers. Theso, as ppiiit- 
ed out by a writer in tho New Yorlc 
Times, arc, first, tliesudiloii fioorting of 
the stomacli witli 11 large (ju'ijility of icy 
(liiid wiieii tlio body is opjiressed willi 
lieat. The half pint or ninre of ico ^vater 
ilnink rapidly cannot fail- to ciiuse 11 
rhill. Second, v.lien tho fluid is tuk- 
cu profusely, it may drive tlio blood to 
tlio brain and througli tho capillaries in 
Biich excess as to occasion congest icii. 
The third and more remote danger from 
the use of ice water is from infected ice. 
Freezing doc? not always' destroy poi- 
sonous gcruis, as boiling does. Pure wa- 
ter pkiced in an icebox, in a covered 
pitcljor or stoppered carafe, ^vill becouio 
cool enough to drink in a short time. 
Some of the improved refrigerators con- 
tain n porcelain water tank for main- 
taining a continuotis supply of cool 
driiildiig \yiiter. Water in n pnrims 
eartJien jar, placed in a draft of air, 
will rapidly cool to a pletisant tonipcra- 
turo. Sucli porous jars arc now sold in 
tlio oriental stores in all our lax'^o cities. 
Cool water slowly drujik may bo taken 
freely and at comparatively short in- 
tervals. Snitill bits of ice can bo oafoii 
i without injury. A slmrp pain at the 
I back i)f tho neck, at the base of tlie 
brain, or at the supraorbital spaces, 
above the oye.i, indicates a chill of tho 
nerves, and wiirns tigainst furtlior eat- 
ing of ico or drinking of ico water. It 
is like eating .ei's .iitl sherbets. Tlie 
safety lies in the length o% time occii- 
[lied in eoiisuniing the fluid. 

N<it only in ice, but in water, must 
v,'(^ loolc for sewage eontaiiiiiuitioii. 
Sonietiines the imrest in tqipearaiice is 
dangerous from t his cause, Tlie simplest 
test is tliat of Heisch — put a tcaspoon- 
ful of pm-o loaf sugar in a clear, glass 
stoppered bottle; add about half a pint 
of tho water to bo tested ; close tho bot- 
tle, shako it to dissolve tho sugar, and 
place it in a sunny window for two 
dtys. If there is any milky or cloudy 
appeanm'ce, the water may be considered 
imptiro ; if it remains clear, it may bo 
used %vithout anxiety'. 

Filtering will removo solid inipuritie.-- 
from water, but to oyi'rcome poisonous 
conditions only boiling -will suffice. As 
some persons consider boiled ^vater in- 
sipid, it may bo aerated by rapidly 
pouring it from one pitcher to another 
in an atmosphere free from dust. The 
.Tapaiiesc or Chinese water coolers pro- 
tect drinking wtiler from till contiunina- 
tion by dust or tho air and also keep 
cracked ico unmelted for a long time. 
Tho niiinufticturcd ice now* in general 
uso is free from germs of disease and 
may l;i' u.=ed safely with distilled or fil- 
tered water. 

Of the well and spring waters, tlic 
soft contain potash and soda. The hard 
waters contain lime, niagnesia, the 
phd.-tpliates and sulphates; lliey are apt 
to disturb the di;,'estive organs. By 
boiling hard wat(n' the objectionable 
elements can be iireeipiiated and the 
pure w iitct" may tlien bo poured fio:n 
tlio sediment. From a sanitary point of 
view, pure, niodcratply hard waters are 
bri;,'liter, clearer and cooler tlitiii soft 
waters and less apt to absorb organic 
lifo or contagion of any sort. Tlio lime 
in small quantity is wholesome. Gov- 
ernm.cnt commissions in Europe have 
decided on mod' i-ately hard water ns 
favoring longevity, according to the au- 
thority ([UOIed.

On the top shell' i.>^ 
placed a big pau with im in it, held up 
from tho bottom of tlio pau by twii bit.s 
of wood, that tho ice may not Ktand in 
the water from its molting. 

As the air in the top of tho clo.yot is 
cooled by contact with the ice, it falls 
to tliG bottom, because mado heavier by 
cooling, and ko forces np into contact 
with tlio ico tho wanner air liolow, 
which in turn is cooled and tho process 
repeated, thus keeping a constant circu- 
lation of cool air through tho closet.

DE. BUirgAN'S POSITIOX. 

Local Grits Crowing Over the Supposed 
First Victim of Tlielr Spite, 

There was great rejoicinp; in the local 
Grit camp yei^torday over the announce- 
irieat from' Ottawa that the order in 
council appointing Dr. Geo. II. Duncan 
supetintendent ol quarantine hertj had 
been cancelled. This was one of the 
post-election appointments by the Con- 
servative covernmeut to which the 
Governor-General gave his sanction; 
and it is only two weeks since on the 
strength of tiiia sanction Dr. Duncan re- 
8i<;ncd the post of medical health officer 
for Victoria city, which he liad held for 
tour yeatp, in order to devote his entire 
attention to the quarantine duties. 

The local CJrits had forwarded to Ot- 
tawa a shady complaint that the Doctor 
had acted ia a partisan manner in con- 
nection with his inanici])al otiice, and 
for this tboy demanded his dismissal. 
When seen Inst evening Dr. Ihtncati 
said ho had had no oommunioation 
wb itever irotn (Ittawa on the subject of 
any char<;es asriunst him, atid had not 
received iiotitication of his dismissal 

it is just possible that the Grits are 
too previous with their rejoicings, if the 
following press despatch of latit evening 
states the facta : 

ToitoN'i'o, Oct. 14.- — The Ottawa corres 
ponilent of the JSTews says: There is 
Sireat disappointment among Liberals 
Ijecauae word has been sent forth that 
the contemplated raid on the tlepiity 
ministers, which the Globe invited n 
few days ago, has been declared oil", He- 
fore Lord .-Vberdeeii went west he left 
lii.s ileptity.

GRIND TRUNK R.E. 

A Somewhat Interesting meeting of Stock- 
holders in London. 

London, Oct. 14. — .More thanustial in- 
terest altiiched to the meeting of Grand 
Trunk shareholders to-day. Thecbanges 
of policy by the new general manager, 
.Mr. Hayes, particularly his favoritism 
for American railroad men, had excited 
much adverse commentand it was evi- 
dent that Sir Charles Itivcrs-Wilsi>ii 
would be compelled to answer many in- 
quiries why the reform policy had not 
been productive of more profit to owners 
of the road. The attendance was large. 
Sir Charles said it was charged that he 
wa'd .imericaiii'.ing the system, while, aa 
a matter of fact, very few .-Vtiierican 
ofhciala, considering the large stall', had 
been iippointed. Tliree important 
undertakings hy the company were in 
Ijrogre.SR, viz., the grain elevator at Port- 
land, rihiine, the new Niagara bridge 
works, and the contract for the new car- 
shops at Lonilon. These had been 
placed on very advantageous tertna. 

Mr. Jeffreys spoke in condemnation of 
the dismissal of numerous servants of 
the company to make room for Ameri- 
cans. 

Mr. Barker, of ' Bristol, expressed his 
disappointment with the report, with 
the statement of accounts and with the 
chairtnan'a speech. The iiolicy of the 
old hoard, he said, had been indorsed by 
its successors, while the expenset liiiil 
been increased. He moved the omission 
of the pi-o|)osal to construct an elevator 
at Portland, Miune, the actual cost of 
which, he alleged, would be double 
tlie iimotinl estimated. 

Sir Charles Wilsaii rei)lieil that the 
elevator would re(;otip the company for 
its cost, and wotild bo a valuable addi- 
tion to the company's property. 

Mr. Barker's motion was only anp- 
ported by three of the shareholders and 
was rejected. 

Vice-President Price, replying to the 
criticisms made hy Mr. Barker, oi 
Bristol, said that an assessment of the 
stockholders is impossible. The main 
diflicnlties of the conii)any he said were 
due to the du])lii;ation of the line by the 
Canadian Pacific an<l the concurrent in- 
crease in lixed charges. The most en 
coti raging feature was the very large 
proportion of the company's local earn 
inga.

STABBED BY HIGHBIKDERS. 

MurderouB Attack on a Chinese Merchant- 
Vigorons EGTorts to Arrest the

S.-v.N FitA.sTi.sco, Oct. 13.— Chung Luck 
Duck, a Chinese jtink dealer, was aer- 
iouely stabbed by highbinders last night. 
He was sitting in his room in Jackson 
street, when his assailants entered by 
means of a skeleton key. Without a 
word of warning one of the Chinese 
stabbed him in the left side, the blade 
penetrating the lung. In defending him- 
self from further attack Duck was also 
cut in the wrist and arm. The scream- 
ing of the wounded Chinese for lielp at- 
tracted the (ittention of u special officer, 
but before he reached the scene the 
highbinders had lied. It i.s doubtful if 
Dnck will recover. The police have the 
names of his asBailama and every ellbrt 
will be mtido to ajiprehend them." 

As a means of (juelling the disorder 
and vendetta spirit in Chinatown the 
police have decided to do everything 
they legally can do to cut oil' the revenue 
of tlie highbinders and the hatchet men, 
believing that once this is done the 
source of much of the trouble will he 
?one. It is notorious that the gambling 
louses and other vicious enterpriscg pay 
heavily into the coHers of the highbind"- 
ers. .A. determined eflbrta to break these 
up, so far aa pos.sible, is being made. 
"Overy entrance to tliein is heingguarded 
and the ^ patrons are being arrested 
wherever it can be lawfully done.

Folk were remai-king yesterday that 
instead of jirinting unwarranted reflec- 
tions upon the veracity of political op- 
ponents, the publisher of the Times 
might do a little missionary work nearer 
home. There is a good deal of natural 
indignation over the expose of the fact 
that tlirce needy politicians of the J']ast 
appear to have had a nibble at the Su- 
preme court judgeship before it was at 
length oiTered to the thoroughly capa- 
ble British Columbiivn who from the 
first had been eligible; and an unusual 
ellort being seemingly called fur, the 
Times rose to the occasion with the fol- 
lowing extraordinary dispatch, in which 
for convenience the iigures in parenthe- 
sis are here inserted : 

(i rTAWA, Ont,, Oct. 14.— (D In my first 
dispatch to yoti stftting.that Hon. Joseph 
Martin was ollered u ]udge.ship, you in- 
sirteil that it was the British Columbia 
judgeship. 1 (lid not say so. (l!) The Brit- 
ish ( iiluniliia Judgeship was not up in 
ciiimeiliill Moiulay last. (:'.) ^Ir. IMartin 
iulormrd I'lc'inii'r l.anrier that he was j;o- 
iiig out of polilics fi)rlhe present and wotild 
not accept a judgeship, so thut the Premier 
could not have oU'ercd him the British 
Cohnnbia jtidfieship. Mr. Martin did after- 
wards ask .Mr. l.anrier to give it to D. C. 
Fraser. 

( I) The Citizen to-day says that whenever 
the British Coliindiia judgeship cimie \\\, 
incoinicil .Sir Oliver Mowat cited ;\ point in 
the conslittitioa in favor of a provincial 
man getting t he position , (."i) '1 he reiic)rt 
chat an oulsidrr '.vas lo lie selected was 
utterly liasele.-^s. The ]iii'senl guvernnient 
is in favor of iirovincial riglits. It was 
Tiii>per and his goveromenl that iier|)etrat- 
eii all kinds of outrages uii the provinces. 

Statement (I) in the above is alto- 
gether "too thin" in the face of the 
fact that the oiler of the British Cohim- 
bia jmlueship to Mr. .Martin was made 
the subject of protests in both the Senate 
and House of Commons at the time 
without any suggestion from the govern- 
ment that any other judgeship was re- 
ferred to. 

Statement (2) is a quibble. Such 
matters are generally decided before 
they forintiUy cotne before the council, 
and this :i|)pointment has been tinder 
eonsiiJeralion for more than a month. 
Witness the following, from the Times 
itself : 

Ott.wva, Sept. 2 1. — Ileplying to Hon. Mr. 
Mncdoiuihl, Sir Oliver Mie.vat said it was 
the intention ol' the govern niont ti i till the 
vacancy in t lie British Colmnbia Suprenie 
court in a few <lays. He could not say that 
any iiersoii had 'been selected lo fill the 
posit ion. 

Sir Oliver's information was evidently 
not quite up to date, for on the very iiext 
ilay the Vancouver World, the chief gov- 
ernment orgati in this province, printerl 

the following ; 

i.irTAW.i, .Sept. -'.■).— Protests are reaching 
Ottawa from all (>arts of British Columbia 
against the appointment of Joseph JInrtin 
to the vacant Supreme court judgeship. 
The position ol" alrairs is this ; The judge- 
slii]) has been oll'ercd to Martin tind he has 
the iiller under consideration. Ho has 
asked for some days in which to decide. 
Hence it is nut likely thai the matter will 
be settled until alter tlie session. .Meaii- 
wliilc Mr. .Morrison, as the representative 
of the district where the vacancy exists, is 
making strong protests against Martin's 
appointment. 

While all tliiawas being published, in 
the Fast as M'ell as here, there Avas no 
suggestion sticli as the Times iiowmakea 
that Mr. ."^larlin had been oU'ercd any 
other jtidgesliiii but that which .Mr. Me- 
Coll baa tiow received. British Colum- 
bia's rights were a secondary consider- 
ation, as witness the following, also from 
the World: 

Ottawa, Se|il. iJi;.— In tlienvcnl of. Joseph 
.Martin reliisiiig the liritisli Columbia 
juil,s;e.-lii|) it isgeiierallv believed that A. J. 
.McCoU, (I (.'., New "Westminster, will 
secure the position. 

Statement (3) seems to imply that in 
the minds of Mr. laurier and Mr. Martin 
there \% some connection not hitherto 
recognized between politics and judge- 
ships. It is an admission, however, that 
whatever infltaence Mr. Martin pos- 
sessed he used it against the rights of 
this i)roviui;e. Here, however, again 
from the World, is stronger testimony on 
this point, with the luiine of the one 
Liberal inetuher from this province who 
stood up for ila rights : 

DrrAw.i. Oct. 1.— .Joseph .Martin is here, 
and says he Inis deidined the British (.'ol- 
iiinliia jiKlL'esliip, init favoi's the appoinL- 
iiieiit of I). C. h'raser, .M. 1'. for (iuyslmro, 
who lias been uieiil ioiied for the positimi. 
Mr. .Morrison, however, will not hear of any 
c3titsider being appointed, and ia making 
most energetic protests to the govomment. 

Statement (4) shows that Sir Oliver 
admits the force of this point which was 
raised in the protest sent from here by 
the Bar Association. He had not made 
the discovery, however, when he dis- 
cussed the matter in the Senate. 

Statement (5) is not from the Citizen 
as might be inferred, bntishy the Times 
own retainer. Jlovv " utterly baseless " 
the refiort was, let the Liberal member 
for Vancouver say. Upon his return 
from Ottawa, Rev. Geo. li. Maxwell, 
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M.P., thus expressed himself to the 
World (see issue Oct. 12) ; 

Now 1 guess you are pretty near to ask- 
ing iiie about tlie iudgeshin." I can say un- 
hesitatingly that 1 was xtrongly in favor of 
the place being given to 1-:. V. liodwell of 
\'icloria or E. P. Davis of Vancouver, but 
neither of them Avanted it. 1 then was in 
favor ol getting the be.st man wo could 
with a view of strengthening the bench. 

I may say also that the judgeship was 
olfured to Joseph Martin, as you have 
lieartl by telegraph, but he refused it. 

There is a strong ])Ossihility now thai 
IX C. j.^raser, of Nova Scotia, will get it. 
His coniing would no doubt be hailed with 
pleasure by the meniberHot the legal nro- 
tession.as well aa by tlie other gentlemen 
on the bench. He, as you know, is a Nova 
.Scotian, and has an e.vtensivo acquaint- 
ance with ruining laAvs, 

.A Avriter in the Province says it was a 
report that the.judgeahip was "to go to an 
(hitario barrister, Mr. j. A, Barron, an 
ex M.P., that drew the first protest from 
the Victoria bar. 

In the face of all the above tlie Times 
asserted in black headlines on Tuesday 
that "All the Tory grumbling about 
ICastern men Avas without foundation," 
and yesterday that " tiovernmeut did 
not overlook provincial rights in regard 
to the appointment"! Shades of 
Ananias 1 1 
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That cannot be excelled.

The busy Lome was in port for a few 
hours yesterday and then hurried away 
to Port Townsend to take out the lumber 
laden bark Dundee. Since he last saw 
home, Captain Langley of the towboat 
has had his hands full of business, and 
when he catne in yesterday, after tow- 
ing the Veritas to sea from Tacoraa, he 
had another string of three Liehind him 
the hu-gest of the trio being the I|l.')4 ton 
Norwegian ship Prince Victor, and the 
others the scalers Favorite and Otto 
The Victor, Captain Stalhane, only last 
Sattii-diiy completed her cargo of 782,000 
feet of lumber for Gibraltar and was 
towed to sea from the Hastings mill, 
Vancouver, on Jlonday by the Active, 
which dropped her as usual just outside 
the Cape. During the follow- 
ing night the vessel came into 
collision with some large and low- 
lying obstruction, supposed to have 
been an iinnienee log, and though no in- 
jury was at first thought to have been 
atistained, morning showed that the ship 
was taking in Avater by the bow ports. 
Prudence advised a return and so the 
jiroffered services of the Lorne were ac- 
cepted and the ship went round to Es- 
quimau last evening for survey. It is 
not thought likely that she will be 
obliged to enter dock. Her upper frame, 
about two inches from the water mark, 
is said to be sprung, but its repair Avill 
not tieceasitate eveii the lightening of 
cargo. Of the two sealora that accom- 
panied the lumber carrier in from the 
Capo, the Favorite, Captain McLean, 
enjoys the ])roud distinction of being 
top-liner for J3eliring sea as she was for 
the British Columbia coast, with 1,04!» 
skina from the Northern ocean andl,S73 
in all for the season. The cruise, save 
for the death in hia bunk from lieartdia- 
easeofonoof the Indian huntere, was 
utterly devoid of interest. The Otlo, 
Captain McLeod, has 509 skins for the 
Sea, and the two new arrivals report the 
Ocean RoA'er, Kate and South Bend fol- 
lowing them up the Straits, with catches 
of 400, !-i40 and 330 respectively to show 
for the Behring sea iuniting.

PIKE COUNTY'S DEFAULTER, 

He Professes to Remember Little ot VHiat 
Occurred— Anxious to Keturn Home, 

"Vakcotjver, Oct. 14. — (Special)— Man- 
ly, alias Leegi the Pike County, Ohio, 

defaulter, who embezzled $10,000 of the 
county funds and oonfeseed his 
guilt to the Vancouver police, 
has been intervioAved in his cell 
by tho CoLosisT correspondent. 3lanly 
is a wreck mentally and jihysically 
from the excessive" use of "alcohol 
and niorphino. His confinement has 
reduced hiiu to such a condition that his 
memory has almost left liiiti, and from 
hia original Aveight, which according to 
his own statement Avas 215 pounds, he 
has fallen to 1115. He coulil not answer 
plain questions owing to his mind wan- 
dering, and the following story was only 
obtained from him by suggesting a train 
of thought: 

" I remember nothing distinctly in my 
life except the day I commenced to take 
morphine, which with alcohol is the 
cause of all my troubles. I indulged on 
the sly and have been drinking 
since 1873, addinp the other vice, 
the morphine habit, in 1802. I have 
been tola by iny intimate friends who 
alone knew of my excesses that I was 
tho most dangerous kind of victim to 
these curses, as I biii my morphine and 
alcohol and everything was di tie on the 
quiet, I left Waverley 1 don't know 
when nor how. I was in a dazed con- 
dition from a heavy dose (It iiiorj)hiiie. 
r recollect nothing until I reached Wind- 
sor ; but I think I niadi' directly for the 
Canadian side. I recollect I could not 
gel shaved so it must have been Sunday. 

' I had inonej' with nie, I do not know 
how much, besidi--.'? diamonds and 
jewelry, 'but I cannot think the shortage 
amounts to as much as .$10,000.00, but ! 
cannot recollect the elroumstances. My 
bi ain will be clearer by the time I ar- 
rive home, when 1 will do the square 
thing and tell everything. I remember 
nothing after leaving AVindsor the after- 
noon of niy arrival until I reached Win- 
nipeg. I have been robbeil. .\ly one 
and only desire now ia to get home, I 
don't care untler what conditions."
